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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The primary examiner is not swayed by the 
applicant's arguments and upholds his rejection. 1. The applicant argues the prior art does not claims 11, 17 and 19 regarding "locally 
emitting transmitter... being part of a pico-cell..." (see page 5). The examiner disagrees since Zicker teaches multimode communication 
system/device whereby there are multiple systems the device can use to transmit RF signals (at least one of the networks is a standard 
cellular network while one of the others is a pico-cell network, which reads on the claims). Further, the examiner interprets Zicker's design 
as only allowing communication with one system at a time. Alperovich specifically states "activating/deactivating functions" based upon 
location of the phone (ie. tune to certain networks when in-range). The examiner was merely using Alperovich's specific words to reflect 
an "activation/deactivation" (which is not found in Zicker) and did not use his need for "local data" as the applicant brings into the 
argument. It is the examiner's position that Zicker tunes to the different systems and combines with Alperovich's design to specifically 
activate/deactivate when changing from one system to another. This combination is valid, to rebutt the applicant's argument, and does not 
use hindsight since both systems support the need for a user to jump from one system to another depending upon another system being 
proximate. Lastly, there is no "obvious try" since both patents deal with (again) moving a user from one system to another and one skilled 
would combine there two to ensure that Zicker's design activates/deactivates a user when moving from one system to another (which has 
nothing to do with a supposed need to use Alperovich's "location data"). 
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
